Gain of, 500,000 Tons 
Is Shown. 


Washington, D. C., Ang. —[Spe- 
cial,]— With adminiftration still 
high that the coal striké will soon be 
setited, the nineteenth week the} 
conflict, Aug. 7 to 12, opened with & 
decided increase in production of coal, 
according to the weekly statement of 
the geological survey. 

Returns so far received indicate an 
output of soft coal of about 4,800,000 
net. tons, or 600,000 tons,more than the 
week. before.

Conference Adjourns Still 
Hopeful of Peace.

Cleveland, O., Aug. 12.—[{Special. }— 
Fears among some of the opérators 
that the courts might regard the coal 
peace conference as being in violation 
of the Interstate commerce law led to 
a declaration tonight. defining the pur- 
pose and scope of the pariey.

Purpose of Conference.

“ The conference ‘is in no senge what 
may be termed a four state confer- 
ence and does not undertake to.repre- 
sent the operators of any particular 
state or district or any operating inter- 
ests représented herein. Its sole pur- 
pose is to.promote a mutuality of un- 
derstanding as between the operators 
participating and the representatives 
of their employés.”’ 

It is explained that after an agree- 
ment is reached here it will then be up 
to the policy committee of the union 
to make it a “ four state basié.” 

Split on Arbitration.

cash payments of 2,000,000,000 gold 
marks (§600,000,000) and to leave only 
the 26 per cent assessment on Gernian 
experts.
